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Emetrius Soterus, King of Syria, being driven 
out of his Kingdom by the uſurper Aſexan 

a, died in exile among the Cretans, who alone 
continued their friendſhip to him under his misfor- 
tunes. Before his flight, he intruſted his infant ſon 
Demetrius to the Care of his moſt faithful ſubject 


Phegicius, that he might preſerve him as the future 


inſtrument of his juſt revenge. The roy Prince in- 
creaſed in years and ſtatute, ignorant of his condi- 


tion among the woods, where the prudence of Phe- 


nicius had, for ſome time, concealed him from the 


ſearch of Alexander, under the name of Alceſtes. 


Afterwards he took him into his family in Seleucia, 
and gave dexterous proofs both of the greatneſs of 
his ſoul, and of that Joyalty, which he owed his ſove- 
reign. In à ſhort time the ſuppoſed Alceſtes|becam 

the admiration-of the whole Radon? ſo far that he 
was raiſed to conſiderable poſts in the Armies of his 
enemy Alexander, and was paſſionately beloved by 
Cleonĩce, the uſur per's daughter, a Princeſs worthy 
of a more virtuous father. When the vigilant Phe- 
nicius thought the time proper, he began to ſound the 


minds of the people, and artfully gave out, that De- 
metrius was ſtill living, though in obſcurity apd un: 


* 


now. Upon this rumour, which in an inſtant 


diffaſed itſelf, the Cretans aſſerted. the rights of the 


lawful Prince, and Alexander endeavouring to ex- 
tinguiſh this fire, before it got to too great a head, 


had in the army, was:obliged to be at this battle, 


and, for ſome time, it was not known at Seleucia 


what was become of him. The death of Alexander, 

Which Phenicius had argently wilhed, thus 

op portunely for his deſigns, as Alceſtes 
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was, at the ſame time, abſent from Seleucia; for 
he foreſaw the ambition of the grandees (every 
one of whom aſpired to the Crown) would have 
made the lawful heir appear an impoſtor; where- 


fore waiting for his return, and in the interim, ſol- 


liciting, under hand, aſſiſtance from the Cretans, 
he deferr'd che divulging the ſecret. Mean while 
it was agreed among the Pretenders, who all ac- 
knowledged Cleonice Queen, that ſhe ſhould chuſe 
a huſband from among them. She, by various 
-pretences,:for a conſiderable Time, deferr'd mak ing 
this choice, expecting the return of Alceſtes, who 
luckily arrived, when the afflicted Queen was at the 
very point of declaring the future King, Aſter this, 
by a variety of Incidents, Alceſtes is diſcovered o 
be the true Demetrius, and recovers the Throne of
